SEVFN DIE IN A FIRE, 
Detroit, Mich., Oct. 7.—This city was 
visited early this m orning by a most 
disastrous fire. 
The fire started in the 
rear of the opera house, or in C. H. 
Michel’s warehouse, which closely ad­ 
joins it, on the rear. 
The flames burst 
out at 12,40 a. rn., enveloping all the 
rear part of the big building. 
In less 
than a half hour the ten-story brick 
building in G ratiot avenue, occupied by 
the Leonard F urniture Company, was 
enveloped in flames. 
The opera house 
faced a sm all triangular park opposite 
the city hall. 
Flam es com municated in 
places to the row of buildings along the 
east side of W oodward avenue between 
th e theatre and G ratiot avenue. 
W ith­ 
in fifteen m inutes the entire interior of 
the opera house was a roaring furnace 
of flame and the building was practic­ 
ally destroyed. 
W hile the Are apparatus was prepar- 
kig to throw w ater the flames spread 
Co the upper stories of a six-story build­ 
ing facing G ratiot avenue. 
At 
1:45 
great flames belched from the roof and 
front of the four-story building occu­ 
pied by the C. H. Michel Table Supply 
Company, which adjoins 
the opera 
house on the east at the corner of Mon­ 
roe avenue and the Campus M aritus. 
At 2 o’clock nothing rem ained of the 
Leonard building on G ratiot avenue but 
the steel fram ework and portions of the 
walls. 
All the new scenery and costumes of 
the Julia A rthur company, which was 
playing the first week’s production of 
*‘A Lady of Q uality,” was destroyed. 
The firemen at 3.05 had the flames 
tinder control. 
In all three great build­ 
ings were destroyed. 
The loss will be 
between $1,000,000 and $1,500,000.

London, Oct. 7.—The first im portant 
step of the new Spanish government 
was taken at a cabinet m eeting W ed­ 
nesday evening. This was a decision to 
grant autonomy to Cuba. 
So far as learned in the meager tele­ 
gram s received here, this plan of au­ 
tonomy is to be subject to the suzer­ 
ainty of Spain. 
Inform ation is lack­ 
ing as to its scope over legislation and 
taxation, the most significant factors 
in the self-governm ent of any country. 
From the fact, however that the state­ 
ment is made th at the Sagasta m inis­ 
try intends to continue the cam paign 
in Cuba so long as rebellion exists, the 
logical deduction is that the autonomy 
agreed on is lim ited—that it will not 
satisfy the insurgent leaders. 
But w hether limited or liberal, it Is 
feared here this concession to the rebels 
will create a storm in Spain.

Twenty Bondings In the Business 
triet Destroyed. 
Carlinville, 111., Oct. 7.—A disastrous 
fire W ednesday m orning nearly wiped 
out the business portion of Medora, a 
thriving town of 1,200 inhabitants in 
the 
southwest 
portion of Macoupin 
county, situated on the Bluff line and 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy rail­ 
road. 
The only buildings saved in Lo­ 
cust street were the N ational hotel, 
W ilkerson’s store and the opera house. 
Twenty buildings 
in 
all 
were con­ 
sumed. 
Nearly all of the buildings were 
frame, a.id, as the only means of fight­ 
ing the flames were a hand engine and 
bucket brigades, the town was prac­ 
tically helpless. 
C. W. Tietsort, a banker of the place, 
reckons the loss at $50,000 and says 
there is barely $10,000 
of 
insurance. 
The fire, it is supposed, was set by m a­ 
licious persons. 
The citizens held a 
m eeting and resolved to make every 
effort to rebuild w ithout delay, and it 
is 
believed that extensive 
improve­ 
m ents will be made. 


W ashington, Oct. 7.—The interstate 
commerce .*•a m issio n will hold a full 
m eeting in this city the latter part of 
next week. By far the most im portant 
question which will come before the 
commission this fall will be that of the 
extension of the tim e in which the rail­ 
roads of the country engaged in inter­ 
state commerce m ust equip their trains 
with train-brake system s and a ro m a t­ 
ic car couplers. 
The act compelling the railroads to 
equip their trains was passed in the 
closing hours of the H arrison adm in­ 
istration after a protracted and bitter 
contest. 
The act was approved March 
2, 1893, and gave the railroads about 
five years, or until Jan. I, 1898, to com­ 
ply with the law. The same act provid­ 
ed that the railroads should equip their 
cars with hand-rails and draw -bars be­ 
fore July I, 1895. 
The whole purpose of this legislation 
was to insure greater safety for passen­ 
gers and to give greater security to 
brakem en and other railroad employes 
in coupling and uncoupling cars. 
Before the tim e for equipping 
th# 
cars with hand-rails and draw -bars had 
expired many of the railroads petition­ 
ed the commission for an 
extension. 
This the commission was empowered 
to grant, and extended the tim e when 
the operation of that portion of the act 
relating to hand-rails and 
draw -bars 
should go into effect from July I, 1895, 
to Feb. I, 1896. 
The commission is now beginning to 
receive petitions asking for an exten­ 
sion of the tim e in which the other 
sections of the act, providing for au­ 
tom atic couplers 
and 
train 
brakes, 
shall go into effect, and before Jan. I 
they m ust decide this im portant ques­ 
tion. 
The railroads ask from one to 
ten years longer than the law 
pro­ 
vides. 
The last annual report of the com­ 
mission shows that 1,811 railroad em ­ 
ployes were killed during the year, and 
25,696 injured, a decrease of 12 in the 
num ber of killed and 2,274 in the num ­ 
ber of the injured as compared with 
the previous year.

Fire Sweeps Away Forty-Two Buildings 
at the Chicago Stockyards. 
Chicago, Oct. 7.—Ten acres of smoul­ 
dering, smoking ruins bear record to 
the destructiveness of the fire th at 
threatened to wipe out the whole stock 
yards district, and with it a goodly part 
of the city of Chicago. T hat it did not 
result in alm ost as huge a loss of prop­ 
erty as th at which made the great Chi­ 
cago fire famous may be set down to 
th e direct interposition of a kindly 
Providence. 
The conditions were all 
favorable. 
Months of continued dry 
w eather had rendered fram e buildings 
Inflammable to a degree which needed 
only a sm all inducem ent to pass from 
a potential to an active state. 
A strong wind blew from the west 
and southw est that fanned the flames 
into furious vigor, and, aided by the 
draught the flames them selves created, 
carried em bers and fire-brands as eas­ 
ily as dead leaves and bits of paper 
and strewed them lavishly and alm ost 
fatally for blocks to the eastw ard of 
the origin of the fire. 
From Halsted street to the lake lies 
nearly four miles of closely built and 
well-populated residences, and the fire 
started to change this fair section of 
the 
city into 
black, sm oking ruins.

A New Bicycle Game. 
A new bicycle game, or rather a 
game which can be played on wheels, 
has lately been evolved by a cycling 
genius.

Two teams of nine riders 
each take part, and the field is divided 
into a right and left field, with the 
courses chalked out plainly.

Cables also form two 
upright sides between which the play- 1 
■wheel rolls, and is driven backward 
or forward by the riders in passing at 
any point between the lower and up- I 
per field. 
The play-wheel is a single 
bicycle rim, having a four and one- 
half inch pneumatic tire. 
The idea of 
the game is to drive the play-wheel 
from the center field, through attacks ' 
of opponents to a goal ahead, the riders ' 
using sticks especially made for the ’ 
game. The ends of the alley-ways are 
the goals for 
the respective 
teams, i 
Players ride in single file and always 
circle to the left. Thus the two trains

The United States furnishes England 
with 40 per cent of her food supplies, 
while the British colonies contributed 
only 15 per cent, the balance being 
provided mainly by Russia and Argen­ 
tine. 
If the colonies were to furnish 
the 40 per cent of the food o f England 
i now drawn from the United States it 


I would result in a more serious disturb­ 
ance to our foreign trade than we have 
ever yet 
experienced. 
There is no 
doubt that the colonial policy of the 
empire is soon to undergo a radical 
change, which has been 
encouraged 
by the visit of the various colonial 
premiers to London to attend the June 
jubilee, and the abrogation of the Ger­ 
man treaties is the first positive evi­ 
dence that Great Britain intends to 
draw her supplies from her colonies 
more largely than she has ever done
